EUROPE. 

London', jVLay 29. — At !i. niooting of 
the liberal i)arLy (TlaclKtono uniiouin;(,'il 
that it would be noce.s.sary to lay over 
the present session the governuu'iil bill 
of remodelling the corporation of the 
city of London. He said lie could 
not expect this to be a brilliant session, 
but thought it would not be a discredi- 
ablo one. ' 

Zi'iucn, May 29. — The peo[)le of 
Zurich have, by a popular vote, sanc- 
tioned the bill praying for restoration 
of capital punisiiinent. 

llOMK, May '^0, — Peter's pence has 
continued to decrease so rapidly the 
past few montiis that an ajipeal ad- 
dressed to all bishops is being [ii-e- 
pared by tiio Pope, urging tlieni to 
awakon the faithful to the necessity 
for providing a fund for the needs of 
Holy Sec. 

St. PKTERSBuno, May 30. — A tire oc- 
curred in the Putiloff iron works, 
aauaing a loss of 300,000 roubles. 
The workshops where the rails were 
made wore destroyed. 

Moscow, jMay i'O. — The iMnperor 
, and Empress to-day received thi: con- 
' gratulqtions of the Grand Duchess 
and ladies of the court. The scone at 
tlie recejition was very brilliant. 

LoNiJoN, iMay ;)0. — In the House of 
Commons this afternoon a bill empow- 
ering the local authorities in Ireland to 
improve the dwellings of laborers jiassed 
its second reading. 

It is reported Lord Derby will not 
give his sanction to the annexalion of 
New Guinea by Queensland. It is 
stated, iiowev(T, he has arranged to al- 
low tho estalilisliineut of EugliKli sta- 
tion.s on the coast of that island. 

DuiU4Ni May ;30. — At a meeting of 
the Irish National League, Harrington 
announced 389 branches of tho league 
formed. Sexton made a speech in 
which ho referred to the success of tin- 
league in America. Koferring to tiie 
Pepe's circular, he declares the inter- 
ference of tiie Pope in tlie Parnell tes- 
timonial, indicated pernicious and in- 
tolerable intervention in the future jio- 
litical course of Irish peojjle, but that 
the priests maintained a. dignified si- 
lence, with which, he saidj^ Parnell 's 
admirers were satisfied. 

Mcscow, .May 30. — 'J'he Emperor 
■ and Empress attended the opera this 
evening. The scene in the opera 
house was ono of extraordinary splen- 
ilor. 

London, Jlay 29. — Harrington mem- 
ber of parliament and proprietor of the 
Kerry StiUhud, which was sujjpressed 
last week, has started for Ireland in or- 
der to give the Irish e.xecutivean oppor- 
tunity for justifying in his person the 
governnoent's action in regard to his 
newspaper. 

London, May 29, — Count Zaraoliof, 
agent of the Allen steamshi]) line at 
Galway, has received a letter tliroaten- 
ing him . with death unless heq^uitsthc 
city. Ho has been engaging factory 
girls to go iMassachusott.s. 

Paris, May 29. — The Tfinp^ estim 
fttes the number of troojis to be sent 
to Toiujuin, at once from C'oehiii- 
China at 12U0. This force, it .says, 
will enable- General Conct, the French 
commander, to maintain his position 
at Hanoi.until the arrival of the force 
to be sent out from France. Tiie lat- 
ter are expected to reach Ton(|uin a- 
bout July 10. Twenty thousand 
troo]>s hnv(! embarked at Toulon. 

London, May 29.— -It is reported 
that the French government has assur- 
ed Great Britain that they do not in- 
tend to annex Tonquin, but they will 
upbold"j their treaty rights, and exact 
full satisfaction from, tho emperor of 
Annam a the capital of that country. 

London, iNlay 29.- -xV correspondent 
of the Manchester Guarduia says the 
pope has confirmed the appointment of 
the Very Rev. Thomas J. Carr, rec 
tor of Maynooth college to the bishoj)- 
ric of Galway, after being assured that 
ho was not connected with the agita- 
tion in Ireland. Another letter will be 
.shortly issued by the pope to the faith- 
ful in all parts of the world, "denoun- 
cing secret societies. It will also en- 
join priests to refuse tno sacrament to 
all persons connected with seditious 
movements. 

London, May 29. — At anieetingof 
Mexican Railway company to day the 
chairman complained of tin; Mexican 
Government granting a subsidy to the 
Interocean Railway. Company in viola 
tion of ■ the Mexican- Railway Coiniia- 
ny's '.'exclusive'' right. He said the 
X30,000 due from the Mexican Gov- 
ernment was practically a bad debt- 
There was no reason to fear a sub.sid- 
ence of the late heavy traflic in rail- 
rf.ay materials. If. however, it did 
subside, he said they would have for 
compensation the general develojJinenl 
of tratle which must use their line. 

Fakis, May 29. — Tricour, the new 
French minister at .Japan is expected 



■to arrive at Pekin shortly, to replace 
Course, the jiresent representative 
there. The (.Jhinoso embassy in Paris, 
in accordance witli the request of 
Chalome) Lacour, Minister of Foreign 
Affairs', has telegraphed tho Chinese 
Government asking that Tricour be re- 
ceived without awaiting the arrival of 
his credentials. 

London, May 29. — The American 
bark Stonewall Jackson, from Port- 
land, Oregon, while being towed to 
flartlepool, went aground on Red Car 
rocks and lillod.

It is e.xpected the vessel will 
be a total wreck.

Marquis of Lansdowne was apiioiiited. 

P.AKis, :\Iay 29. — Tiie Suez Canal 
C'ompaiiy and the IJritish Government 
are considering the (juestion of a canal 
across the istiimus. The arrangements 
must receive the approval of the .'^hare- 
liolilers of the company before it can 
lie carried out. 

Moscow, May 29. — The Emperor 
and iMiipresn rijceivod the congratula- 
tions to clay of the civil anti military 
oliicials, the mayor and nobility. 
Loril Wolsel(>y, reprcsentHtive of tiie 
ISritisli army, and \'on Werih.'r, the 
Cierman military en\oy, attended the 
reception. Monsignour N'annotelli, 
the Pa])al nuncio, was presented to 
their majesties to-day. Uen. \'^on 
Schweintz, German ambassador, gave a 
banquet to the German Princes this 
morning. 

"Skm tho Qoat," in tho Dock- 

l'"'itzh;\rris, who is more coiiimnnly 
known by the now f.'uniliar si)bric|ueL 
of "Sk-in ilu^ (io.at," was up to l lie time 
of his arrest a cabdriver plying in Dub- 
lin. Ho was tho owner of the vehicle 
which during the cour.se of tlie trial 
iias l)een referred lo as "the cab with 
the white horse," and which was al- 
ways used by James Carey on the oc- 
casions when a conveyance was reiluir 
ed for the objects of tlie "invineibles." 
A correspondent of a J^ondon pa|ier 
thus describes his apjiearaneo .and con- 
duct when up for trial two weeks ago: 
He is a man of 55 or 50 years of age, 
of rather low stature, and presenting a 
very tattered and weather lieaten as- 
pect, lie has wonderfully iiniiroved 
however, since his appearance at the 
preliminary incjuiry at Ivilmainham 
This morning he ran up the steps lead- 
ing fronrthe cells, and with a sort of 
i)ound took his place with his hands 
resting on the bar, while a grin of am- 
usement overspread his countenance. 
\\'hile tho preliminaries to tln^ swear- 
ing of the jury were proceeding he took 
a good look at his lordshi[) and the sur- 
roundings of tho court, betraying no 
uneasiness whatever and no e.xcite 
nient beyond that of an interested and 
somewhat amuseil spectator. Soon lio 
fol(l(;d his arms, and there was again 
to be observed the .same restless sway- 
ing of the body which has marked his 
attitude in Kilmainham. After a 
while he happened to look around to 
those in the gallery. Some friend ap 
parently was among those present, for 
'-Skin" soon broke forth into .a broatl, 
hearty, dfdighted laugh, and his form 
shook with aQUtsoment. I le ne.xt seat- 
ed himself with his back to the jury, 
and remained quietly observant for 
the remainder of the day. At no time 
did he give way to those ebullitions of 
temper which he displayed in tlie dock 
aU the jireliminary enquiry. Then the 
appearance and statements of the ,'ip 
provers were signals for, torrents of 
vile abuse, but now they were quietly 
allowed to proceed witli their testim- 
ony uninterrupted, the only indication 
of !iny feeling on the [lart of tiie [iris- 
oner being tli.'it of curious interest. 
When on May 1 the jury returned to 
the court to ilidiver their verdict the 
prisoner was again put forward. -Ad- 
vancing up the steps at a run, he ag- 
ain bounded to the front of the dock 
and, with an effort apparently, school- 
ed his features to receive the expected 
shock. In a moment or two the for 
mal tpiestion was |iut, and tlie finding 
of the jury was statetl by tiie foreman 
to be that of a verdict of not guilty. 
In a twinkling Fitziiarris's face under- 
went a wonderful change. Laughter 
ri]ipled over Iii.s remarkable counten- 
ance, while his little eyes beamed anil 
twinkled with delight. 'I'urning I'ound 
to the warder who stood beside liiiii he 
gave a comical nod and made' some 
humorous remark ami then turncil 
and left the dock looking ine.xiircssib- 
ly luqipy.

ThDimportaiit but lung delayed improve- 
ment involved in llio opeiiiiig of Yates 
utrcut is to ha ac:Lided by the vote 
of the people on the 4th of Juno next; 
and it is i'.nportuut thut its neeeasity mid 
conditions ahould be clearly stated, :i.s 
:uiy miHiipprehunsion might le:\d to a de- 
cision that woidd hereafter be a source of 
regret. In the first placo the bylaw on 
which the people's vote is to . be tukou 
jtuthorizes the corporation to acquire such 
portion of the school reaorvo, wot exceed- 
ing 100 feet in width, for the purpose of 
extending the street tiiront;li tlio re.serve; 
but no ciinveyanoe of the laud i,» to be 
made until the assent of tlie ratepayers 
has been signitied by a vote. It is also 
provided by the act that tlio corporation 
aball roako cotnpenaution for the land so 
taken to the government, (in whom the 
land is vested), such compensation, in 
ease of di.spute, to bo made the subject of 
arbitration. The street is to be e.xtoiided 
to the Cadboro Hay road through the 
school reserve along its northern bound- 
Hry, and the land required must bepuruii- 
ased from the.government. Many people 
will doubtless be disposed to take a nar- 
row view of this matter as » local im- 
provement, the ell'ect of which would be 
chiefly to beiietit the owners of property 
on Yates street. This may bo true to a 
certain extent; but it would be a foolish 
view to take. All street iinprovemonts 
must benefit some propertyholdera more 
than others; but taken as a whole, Ihoy 
all tend to improve the city and indirect- 
ly b?;:;;!;t tl'.e ratepayers. Yates street is 
one of the main thoroughfares of Victoria; 
but at present it leads to nothing but a 
fence, a state of things that would be 
laughed at in any American city, except 
one that had just sprung up in the bush. 
It is necessary, therefore, that the main 
thoroughfares of Victoria, like those of 
other cities, should liave some outlet, and 
not form mere r.nl de sum for the bewild- 
erment of the enterprising stranger who 
explores them. The opening of Yates 
street really is an improvement to tlie 
whole city, and not (Jiily an imin'ovcmont 
but a necessity, and any man who votes 
against it tinough narrov,- .•iiid aollish 
views is doing an injury to the city at 
largo. This is so plainly a matter of com- 
monaenso that any further argument upt n 
it would bii waste of time. It is, how- 
ever, ([uito natural to suppose that if 
every street improvement wore put to the 
vote few im]jroveuieiit3 would be made, 
us each man would want the street In. «as 
interested in improved iirat. Much has 
been said about taking a portion of tlio 
achtiol reserve invnlvod in this improve- 
ment, and tliis feeling deserves to be 
treated with some sympathy, though the 
tnistee.T seemed In have labored under tlie 
mistaken notion that tlie land was vested 
ill them instead of ihe government. Mad 
they taken the trouble to rightly inform 
themselves on this question the^ would 
have saved themselves nnd others a great 
deal of trouble. In connection with this 
matter there ai'c throe ameliorating cir- 
cumstances. Fir.stly, that the seliocd land 
will be greatly iinhaiiced in value by the 

' contemplated improvement; secondly, that 
compensation will be given for the land 
taken, and thirdly, that the money will 
be virtually devoted to the establishing 
of ward schools at different oxtreuiitiiM 
of the city which have bocnmo iinper.itivo. 
In fact the erection nnd iuiprovemeut of 
such a large school tmilding as the pre- 
sent one in such an uncentral locality as 
rega,ds the city, may now be almost looked 
upon as R mistake, and (ho only hope is 
that it may aoiiie day or <ither form the 
nucleus of a building for the coming pro- 
vincial univor.sity. As regards the ward 
schools it is particularly necessary they 
should bo provided for iininodiately in 
view of the large advance in the value of 
property which must take place at no dis- 
tant date, and any delay, in this iinitter 
must only involve increased expon-ue. In 
regard to tlie Yates street improvement 
itself, it may bo said the scheme compre- 
hends the extension of Pandora and two 
other parallel atreet.'i, thr(jugh Spring 
Jlidge, the line for which is being given in 
the case of I'andora street, by 1). W. 
J'earae, Rsq. Although the principle of 
referring such questions as the present 
one back to the people has its advantages 
it has also it drawbacks, inasmuch as all 
are not equally interested or inclined to 
view an iihprovement, wliich is primarily 
local in'its nature, as honotitting the city 
generally, or'evcn if that were the case, 
it could benefit the individual citizen suf- 
ficiently to reconcile him to the increased 
expenditure. But fortunately in this 
case the citi/.ons will receive back again a 
largo portion of the contemplated ex- 
nendituro in the establi.'-:hmont of ward 
schools for the education of their children. 
The revenue of the province is only limit- 
ed, and if the money does not come out 
of the pockets of tluj people in one way 
it must in another,and though .it may bo 
urged that the cost of the liraprovoment 
will be greater than that of the school.t,it3 
permanent advantages must rd.io be taken 
into account. It is to be hopetl, there- 
fore, that all classes of our citizens will 
take a liberal view of this subject and re- 
member that if public improvotnonts 
were to be regulated by mere individual 
interests, or tin; absence of tiieni, sooner 
or later th(! individual interests thomaelves 
must suffer, as they inviiriably do in all 
cities where thereisno publicspirit.and the 
march of improvement becomes a dead 
letter. lis conclusion we liope that the 

. citizens will not only carry the Yate-i 
street extension, but tliat tliore will be 
such an overwhelming majority in it;) fa- 
vor as will give hopeful indications that 
they are alive In the times; that they re 
gard money as a circulating medium, and 
believe that all public improvements 
must necessarily benefit the community at 
large and are not limited in their ofFects 
to the locality in which they are carried 
out.

Tiie body i>vidently 
had been in the water for some time. 
Examination revealed a bullet wound in 
the back.

Fi{.\.NKLi.N, Nob. May 30.— A baptist 
preacher named Byers was tarred and 
feathered by a mob for beating his daugh- 
ter. 

LvNoniiURG, Va., May 30. — The lire 
was got under control after raging two 
houi's, and destroying property to the 
amount of over $300,000. The Virginian 
was totally destroyed, besides two large 
establishments. Five men were killed 
by the falling walls. 

Iv.voxviLLE, Tenn., May 30. — Aw acci- 
dent occurred to-night, causing damage 
to the Jviioxville water wfjrks. The bot- 
tom of one of the reservoirs dropped out, 
emptying in five minutes 500,000 gallons 
of water into a cave beneath. The water 
has not come to the surface, though the 
reservoirs are on a hill several hundred 
feet high. The existence of the cave was 
not previously known. The other reser- 
voir is not damaged. 

New Yohk, May 30.— The annual 
meeting of the Pacific Mail fSteamship 
Co. was held to-day. Ptosident Uoustoii 
reported tliat the act prohibiting the im- 
migration of Chinese had caused a falling 
off of sevenil hundred thousand dollars, 
but that the luiinber carried to British 
Columbia made up for this loss. The war 
between Chili nnd Peru had been injur 
ions to tile in^pariy's interests, but the 
work on the J'annnia canal liad added to 
their freight receipts. The entire in- 
dobtedne.w of the companv is now le.ss 
than §1,000,000. The tottii earnings for 
the year were §4,102,746, and expenses 
190,500.

(Jiie of the men was smoking and a spark 
blew into the povinler. The house was 
blown to atoms and two of the men car- 
ried about one hundred yards. The on,- 
tirc party were badly burnt, but none 
killed outright.

New'' York, May 150. — A . fearf ul'cata.s- 
troplie occurred on East River bridge 
this afternoon, by which a large inuidier 
of people lout their Uvea. 'Ihc narrow- 
ness of the footway fnr paasengera is the 
cause of the lioirLir. At 4 o'clock tlioie 
was a long lino of peoulu on foot in the 
ceiitor of the walk of tho structure, going 
from and coming to this city. It thick- 
ened and swelled, and stopped in its mo- 
tion. Just at tho stairs leading from the 
concrete roadway to the bridge proper 
strong men and feeble wouien, maiihoud 
and infancy, were wedged together. Tim 
pressure was temorselesiily fearful 
as inimovablo as the stone foundation of 
he bridge itself. The stoppage lasted 
nearly an hour. To relieve the jam the 
bridge oUicials renioveil soiao of the iron 
palings a lew feet from tliu stairway on 
the Now Vork side, when, of course, 
those iiiifortiniate enough tu be near the 
end, and weak and fainting nigh unto 
death as Unty were, immediately fell bel- 
ter skelter, beols over head, upon the 
jagged, gravelly road beneath, a nia.ss of 
bruised and diseolnreil human flesh. 
Scores were trampled ui)iiu and instantly 
crushed to deatli. Men were dragged 
out of tho heap of helpless luniiauity with 
faces blue as indigo and the ' life blood 
trickling out of their nostrils. Children 
and wouiou, [jale and dislievcUed, and 
dead. The roadway <iii either .side of the 
walk was strewn with dead aiul dying — a 
pitiable sight, and yet it i.s siiid no etl'orts 
wore made by the bridge officials to atop 
the people coming on tlu; bridge. The 
dead and dying were carried i)fliii wagons, 
carta, etc., imptovised in a mOiuont for 
service, and it was a long tiino before the 
police arrived and anything like order 
was reatorod or an ambulanee apiieared. 

.\t tho Chainliers Street li^sjiilal are 
lying thirteen dead Imdies— six of un- 
known men, six of unknown wouien, and 
George Smith of ■i'2 Watts street. The 
office was filled with people making in- 
quiries for missing friends and with liy.s- 
torical womoii. Two more <if the hodics, 
one of a boy of lo and the other of a 
young woman, are lying at the police .sta- 
tion unidentified. 

The scene in the city hall police station 
was aiinply terrible. Women wore 
screaming and wringing their hands. 
Men with torn clothing and bleeding 
faces formed a [jart of the scone. Most 
of the unooiisciuiia ones were lying near 
the wall. Every ii-inute a frantic mother 
would rui-h in iiupiiriiig for some one 
lost. Tliei'u were none to an.su-or her, 
for the revival of the insensible oeciipietl 
all tlioughtn. The jingle of atnbulanco 
bolls added tit the confusion at wagon 
after wagon ton; u|i to the doi>r, iiiid sur- 
geons descended. A perfect stream ol 
uiiccjiiscious forms were homo to the- .sta- 
tion on stretcbern as the auibii lances were 
filled and driven away. 

"I went on the bridge," .saiti (-'hai. 
Bligli, of i)5 Third .street, Brooklyn, 
"about 4 o'clock, and 1 wa.s approaching 
the river span when I found myself un- 
able to move either backward or forward. 
Women ard children cummeiicod scream- 
ing. Hundreds of men climbed with 
great difficulty ovor tho paliugaand teams 
wero running over iliu rails, and made 
their way to the" carriageway. Many lot 
tlieiiiaelvos drop through between the 
beams, luid wore caught by tlu)se lienoath 
A number of women alao escaped this 
way. The police and other.s helped to 
pull ijut tho dead and dying, and thoy 
wore laid on tho roadway until ainbu- 
lancea came. The shrieks of children in 
ihc pathway were blood curdling. They 
cried: Help? Helji! Siivct iiie, fortlod's 
sake! but where we were we could do 
nothing." 

From the Suji's extra : ''There was a 
arush at the steps at tho New York ap- 
proach of Brooklyn Vn-idge tliia afternoon. 
.\ panic followed, and at least fourteen 
people were killed mid many wounded. 
The crush began shortly before 4 o'clock. 
At that hour there wero lliousauds of 
people on the bridge, most of them com- 
ing from Brooklyn. 'I'lio air was clear 
and brisk, and peoph; were rapidly walk- 
ing. As the crowd approached the abort 
flight of steps thf.iHe in front pirdied back 
for fear they would he precipitated over 
the stops, a distance of about: six foot. 
Those people in drawing back front the 
stops made a nucleus for a jam, for the 
thousands behind them i)ushed almost in- 
stantly. People began to shout: 'Stand 
back!' and 'Givo us room!' Meanwhile 
the crowd from New Vork, which w.is at 
the foot of the .siep.s, became blocked. 
Men at tho head of the New York crowd 
fought their way back leaving a clear 
sp.aoe at the steps. Shouting and 
crowding from tho Brooklyn side in- 
creased. It was utterly iiiexpliciible, and 
people in tlie advance gu.-ird of the Brook- 
lyn crowd wore pushed forward. Tlicy 
seem to have had a horror of gcjitig overihe 
steps, although tliey aro only five to six 
feet high. Tlu^y locked arms and pushetl 
furiou.aly back against the thousands coin- 
ing steadily over from Brooklyn. In a 
few minutes, ,tt tlie point of the five steps 
there was a slow, yielding pressure from 
behind, and the front crowd was forced 
near the edge nf the stops. Women and 
children were crying for he!)), luon shout- 
ing confusedly. Parcels and canes were 
thrown over by people who lu-eded their 
hands to fight their way out of the dcspor 
ate crowd. At la.st, with a single shock 
that cut through tho clamor of a thousand 
voices, a young girl, who lost her footing 
on the perilous edge, fell headlong, struck 
the hatchway at the foot of the stop.s and 
loy for a moment. She raised lioraelf on 
her hnuds and would have got up but in 
another moment she was buried tour due|) 
under the bodies of olliora who fell over 
the steps after her. Shu was dead when 
they got her oat more than half an hour 
afterwards. The men sprang upon the 
rails at the side and waved the crowd 
back from the New Yiuk and Brooklyn 
sfde, but the people eontinut'd to crowd 
on toward the stcpa. No police were in 
sight. The very great excitement grew 
worse. Meji in tho crowd lifted their 
children above their heads to save them 
from the crush. People wore still paying 
thoir pennies at both gale.s and a(|uee/:iiig 
in. At last tho peojiio at the New Vork 
end of the bridge understood what was 
happening. Tho gates then closed. Word 
wa.s sent to 'Brocklyn td close tho gates 
there. Mes.Hongers wore sent to the po- 
lice station on Oak .'ilreet. Inn. before any 
outside help came the bridgi: pidiee, iia- 
sisted by citizens, impressed two givicen;' 
wagons into the ainbnlanco .scrvico. They 
were loaded up with dead aiul dying driv- 
en off the bridge, and followed by crowds 
of distracted people. .V.s the wagons came 
out on the street they wore obliged to 
stop to allow a brilliantly uniformecl band 
playing guy music to pass up Cliatliaiii 
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street. Twelve dead bodies have been 
laid in the lia.soment of Chambers street 
hospital. .\t ai.x o'clock two of the dead 
were ideiitilied a.s Georgo Smith and El- 
lon Riordeii. Among the wounded were 
F. E. Eale, Wilbeiniiui Lowe, Mrs. Chas. 
Volgpr, I\Iiiiiii(! Suiilli, Ellen llequa and 
Frank Barnctt. Among the unconscious 
wero two iiuideiitified men, a woman, a 
boy and a girl. It was not until the dead 
wagon came out that the public know .-iiiy- 
lliing of the calastropho. The wagons 
were ftillowed off the bridge by women 
crying for tlioir cbiblrcii, and men crying 
fiir their wives. Several of tho women 
were half naked, many had only rags. 
One woman had both lier shoes torn off. 
.■Mmnst all were barilieadod; thete tvere 
hundreds of thein dislievolod and crying, 
tliL'ir faces white, and in many instances 
cdvcted with dust and dirt.

Having made 
tlie subject of colds a special study for 
ten years, lie concludes that tho ailment 
which ia universally called a cold is in re- 
ality a fovor, and is directly caused by in- 
digestion or impure air. He ."ays: 
"Kdiil air prcivoiils iho piirilic.ilioii of tiie 
blood; hence t he acciuiuilatioii of inipuri- 
ties which ill their e\:it givc^ rise to the 
symptoms pojoihirly supposed to indicate 
ci'Id. Hot living-rooms render iinpoasi- 
bh' the digest ion of more than a little 
filial, and that of the plainest sort, by 
iiiakiiig only a little iiecos.sary. ludigea- 
timi remits from eating improper food, or 
some degree of excess, the excess being 
either punitive or relative, .Tccording (1) 
as the skin is more or less sweltered with 
clothing, (2) thu lungs more or less out- 
raged by bad air, and (.*^) tlie entire or- 
ganism more or le.ss invigorated by freeii 
cnld air. it is unqnoatiouably true tliat 
when, by roa.son of wrong condition.s, the 
syatoin has become ill-conditioned— that 
is when there are impure matters to olim- 
iiiato-^some chance exposure to a bracing 
atmosphere may so invigorate the orgatt- 
isui by the presence of fresh air iji the 
lungs an! its touch upon the skin that 
the piGceis of elimination hegiiiH, iitul 
but for the return to the close ovorlicatod 
atmosphere of tho Iioiiio, this process 
Would often be completed all unconacioas- 
ly to the iniiiv idual, who now makes thu 
groat niiatako of 'confounding tho cauae 
of his recovery with tho cause of his dis- 
ease.'" 

Dr. Page is not in favor of wearing 
more clothing th.m is consistent with 
physical comfort. Ja it not evident, ho 
asks, that the loss elething we weap and 
the more we are exposeil to cold tho 
nearer wo are carried, metaphorically 
speaking, to the polar regions, wliore 
"surfeit fever" ia unknown! And are 
not these the cuiulitioua, ho adds, which 
stiuiulate tho digestive system by creat- 
ing a legitimate demand for a greater por- 
tion of the excess which we are always 
under temptation to swallow? Ho notes 
instances where hia own patients have 
"taken cnld" by "putting on their winter 
flannels," and sarcastically remarks that 
the idea never occurred to them tocure the 
"cold" by leaving off the uudorgarmonta 
which were the real cause of the disorder, 
and adds! "The last time (two years ag j) 
that I wore flannel drawers I remnvetl 
them for tjiis purpose — to aid in 
relieving my system, which was 
oppressed hy what is called 
cold. I awoke with an increase of iiiy 
disorder — soro throat, hoaraeiiesa, pres- 
sure at the lunga, chilliness; dressed with- 
out my drawers; 'skipped' my breakfast, 
t ho ngh my appetite was more than uaii- 
ally imperative in demanding its accus- 
louied treat; went directly out, on a cold 
snowy day, and spending moat of the day 
in the open air, actively engaged meaii- 
titne, by night I found my 'pipes' pretty 
clear; in fact remcjviiig tho flannels and 
fasting the entire day, meeting thirst and 
a 'gnawing' alouiach with hot water, with 
an extra apoiige-bath at bedtime — taking 
an air-bath, with cfinsiderable friction, on 
top of the iiuiok spongc-bath, both morn- 
ini; and riiglit, in this emergency — proved 
a radical nnd speedy cure.' 

1 n coiieluaiiiii, Dr. Page remarks thai 
if it could heeoiuo popularly known that 
flici .symptoms olwnrved in cases <if "cokP' 
were evidences of .-m effort on tho part of 
the oi'ganifiiii to eiiminate iinpuritie.^ 
which have been collecting perhnp:s for 
nionlhs, and that "fasting, fresh air and 
exercise arc nature's triple panacea" for 
t!ie disorder, a \ ery grt^at proportion of 
all severe si(;kne.s.sea would be [jrovciited. 
Without presuiniiig to ipication the efli- 
caeyof the doctor's remedies for colda, 
we think there are comparatively few 
people poa.-soa.'-cii nf siiniciciit leir.i-vity to 
di.s ;.ird the winter ll.iiiiiels with pneumo- 
nia or a kindred disease staring tlieiii ia
